
2000 WASHINGTON PROMISE SCHOLARSHIP

Financial Eligibility – Income Limits

Maximum Income For Year 2000 High School Graduates:

To receive the 2000-2001 Promise Scholarship, your family’s 1999 adjusted gross income must
not exceed the following income cutoffs.  Financial eligibility is based on the income limits
established in the year the student graduated from high school.

Maximum Income For Year 1999 High School Graduates:

If you did not receive the 1999-2000 Promise Scholarship because your family’s 1998 adjusted
gross income exceeded the cutoffs, you may reapply.  Financial eligibility is based on the income
limits established in the year the student graduated from high school.  To receive the Promise
Scholarship in 2000-2001, your family’s 1999 adjusted gross income must not exceed the
following cutoffs.

If you are a 1999 Promise Scholarship recipient, you do not need reestablish financial eligibility.
